Spread the rufffe evenly on the gather 
thread for an equal length end lay the 
lower edge even with the edge of the 
skirt. Stick two T three pins In the 
gathers to hold them temporarily, then 
begin at the lovr^r edge and pin to the 
edge of the skirt. Pin every two Inch- 
es for the length of the lap .board. The 
gather thread Is then drawn taut and 
a few more pins put In tha gathers, 
after which the basting Is Mere play. 
Use plenty of pins, and you will won- 
der that you ever tried to put on 
ruffles without them.

The attitude of some of the insurance companies continues to 


be exasperating and a source of uneasiness. 
On the other hand, 


several of the larger companies are manifesting a commendable 
spirit --.f fairness in dealing with policyholders These gratifying 
exceptions adjust 
their losses on an equitable basis without 


quibbling and 
pay promptly without asking for any arbitrary 


discounts. If all the companies would only pursue the same policy 
the financial situation would immediately clear up. 


Unfortunately, however, a majority of the companies appear 


to be more concerned with evading their losses than paying them. 
The attorney for the Traders' Company, the Chicago concern that 
threw up its hands and welshed immediately after the fire, put m 
plain words what others are only hinting at and adroitly suggesting, 
namely, the difficulty of making companies pay by legal process. 
The burden of this man's song was the long delay which must 
ensue if the stockholders of his swindling corporation should avail 
themselves of every recourse known to the law to avoid their legal 
and moral liability. He did not discuss such matters as honesty and 
decency, but brutally told the policyholders that they had better 
take sixty per cent if they did not want a long fight in the courts 
with the chance of getting much less in the end. 


This man appeared for 
individual 
stockholders whom 
he 


would not name. The name of every director and stockholder in 
the Traders' Insurance Company of Chicago ought to be ascertained, 
and published to the world. This ought to be done that the public 
may know the identity of the men who are trying to beat 
their 


creditors by threats of harassing and unjustifiable litigation. 


It appears that the Traders' Company, with a paid up capital 


of $500,000 and a reserve fund of $1.300,000, had underwritten fire 
risks to the extent of $160,000,000, or nearly $100 for every dollar 
of assets the company possessed. Over $5,000,000 of this enormous 
liability is in San Francisco, the net losses in that city alone being 
more than two and a halt times the total assets of the corporation. 


One may well ask himself if this kind of insurance ihsures. 
It 


is certainly not a safe business: in the case of the Traders' Company 
it is not a'n honest business. Being neither =afe nor honest, should 
it be allowed? 
Another question: 
How 
many 
other insurance 


companies are gambling on a shoestring, collecting premiums on the 
theory that there will he no heavy losses to pay? It is up to the 
Legislature to find out and to enact stringent laws against wildcat 
insurance companies and swindling i,,suraicp methods.

Hints for Campers. 


The April bulletin of the State Board of Health contains a 


number of excellent suggestions for campers. At this season of the 
\ear residents of the cities, in large numbers, betake themselves 
to the fields and mountains and for two or three months lead a 
delightful outdoor life which acts like a tonic to the system. 
It 


too often happens, however, that the campers are careless about 
starting forest fires and polluting streams and lakes. 
In regard 


to the pollution of watercourses the State Board has this to say: 


"The healthful condition of the large camps in San Francisco 


should be a lesson to all campers as to their own safety. The water 
that looks so pure and which is drunk so freely may be badly 
polluted. It is well to examine the stream and see if some one is not 
camping above you and using it as a sewer. Possibly a corral or a 
farnnard may be just above. If pollution is found, either move, 
or boil for fifteen minutes all water used. Back from the creek you 
should dig a vault for a toilet, and all garbage should be cither buried 
or burned. Allow no place to exist where flies can breed, for they 
are the carriers of disease. Uncooked vegetables are sometimes poi- 
soned by the fertilizer used or by being irrigated with sewage water. 
If near mineral springs, don't drink too freely from them, for much 
harm sometimes results from this excess. 


"Above all, don't pollute the stream and endanger the lives of 


those below who may want to use the water."

the pleasanter i: is. A dirty camp is a place of bad smells and 
oilier disagreeable features of human life. 
Furthermore, campers 


should refrain from defacing nature and destroying animal and vege- 
table life.

sweetest moods.
